SUMMARY

The Washoe County Regional Medical Examiner's Office provides several types of
examinations and consultations as well as toxicology testing and other lab work for extra-
jurisdictional govemment agencies, businesses, and citizens. Due to increasing costs and

case complexity, a fee analysis was performed and it was determined that adjusfinents

need to be made to the existing fee schedule.

BACKGROTINI)

The Medical Examiner's Office has not requested a change to the fee schedule since
February 2014. During that time, costs for personnel, benefits, services, and supplies
have steadily increased.
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The new fee schedule takes into account the various tlpes of specialty examinations
which vaxy in regards to time and complexity by creating several base exam fees and
making the specialty exams o'add-ons". Additionally, the fee schedule is simplified by
including the previous "facility use fee" in the fees for examinations.

Current fees for Medical Examiner services have rernained lower than many of those
imposed by other comparable jurisdictions in the region and nationwide.

The proposed new fee schedule was reviewed and approved by the Washoe County
Budget Division in February 2017.

FISCAL IMPACT

The proposed fee schedule update is estimated to generate at least an additional $215,000
in General Fund revenue in Fiscal Year 2018.
